Through the combined efforts of Student Council and 
coordinator of elections Mary Terese Oehlrich Monday's 
voting approached legal procedure for the first time on 
this campus. >

voting procedure should have been in ev idence Many semes- 
ters ago. It is only hoped that Miss Oehlrich has set the 
pattern for future SSC balloting. 

President-elect Zane Vorhes and his council should be 
reminded that they were elected under the best legal condi- 
tions of any Student Council at Sacramento State. The 
precedent has been set and it will be up to thern to carry it 





on next year. 

In addition to Miss Oehlrich and the Council, there is a 
group of fifteen governmentally-minded students, and one 
faculty member devoted to the cause of good student gov- 
ernment who deserve recognition, This is the group that 
manned the booths and counted the ballots. This is the 
yroup, without whose help the election would not have been 
possible.

Popular Vote Asked 


Once again legislation has been proposed in Congress 
which would abolish the electoral college and provide for 
election of the president ard vice-president by popular vote. 

Although the electoral college is not bound to cast its 
vote in accordance with the popular vote, the fact that it 
has varied only once has been largely forgotten. This has 
Jed the public to believe that its votes elect the president. 

If one were to make his own study of past elections, 
independent of getting such information second-hand, it 
would be clear that the electoral college is contrary to a 
system of representative democracy. Humphrey points out 
that three men have been elected president despite the fact 
that their opponents received more popular votes, 

That the electoral college is one of the country’s oldest 
political institutions should not be a consideration for its 
retention. There is no ignoring that it is an obstacle to a 
fairer process of electing a president.

An interesting view on one facet of the world situation 
ix reported to be held by the Pentagon. This is claimed by 
Human Events, a news-letter publication from Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

In its issue of March 19. Human Events cites the case 
of ten Russian colonel-generals recently promoted to the 
rank of marshal. The Pentagon would interpret this hope- 
fully. It is believed that these newly created marshals are 
in a position to “stay the hand of the political zealots in 
Moscow” who would be willing to give the Chinese Reds 
a free hand in order to test “Yankee biuff.” 

In other words, the high Russian military brass may 
dissuade the civilian rulers from allowing Red China to 
make any moves which may risk war. This view has been 
expressed before this and not enly in regard te China. 

This is a valid idea and should be given consideration. 
But the hand that holds the reins seems to disregard the 
advice of the horses. 

For example, when Hitler first came to power, he was 
afraid his Prussian generals would “drag him into war like 
a pack of bull mastiffs.” But a few years later it was the 
generals who warned against the moves into the Sudeten- 
land and Austria for fear that England and France would 
declare war. Needless to say, Hitler paid no heed to these 
warnings. 

Other incidents similar to this can be found in the his- 
tory of dictatorships in the past. Without attempting to 
draw parallels it can be noted that too much reliance should 
not be placed on so doubtful a premise.

The bent little Mexican gsquat- 
ted on his haunches, humming to 
himself in a sing-song way, then 
slowly and carefully began to 
draw with a stub of crayon on 
a corner of a rolled-up paper. 

The paper had been pasted to- 
gether from scraps of old en 
velopes, paper bags and wrappers 
with glue that the little old man 
had made himself from mashed 
potaivoes and water. As he drew, 
all the pent-up images of his de- 
luded mind released themselves 
and took form on the paper. He 
drew layer on layer of circling 
stairs and pictured himself 
mounted upen a charging steed 
which would carry him away 
from the hazards of his life. 

These pictures, along with 
others from professor of art Dr 
Tarmo A. Pasto’s collection of 
psychotic art are being exhibited 
in the current show in the Fine 
Arts Building Gallery. The ex-

A 59-year-old man, institution 
alized since 1912—his mind not 
oriented as to time and place, his 
thoughts full of delusion and 
ideas of grandeur-—writes ali over 
his pictures which are full of 
feminine symbols and bridges, 
streams and helicopters with 
which he would ascend away 
from reality and its inhibiting 
harshness 

Then the brightly colored 
drawing of an infantile 35-year- 
old brings ideas reminiscent of 
Van Gogh in his exaggerated 
treatment of forms and colors 
which point to a problem associ- 
ated with the authoritative father 
figure. 

Moody, dark chalks in which 
the body image is always vague 
reveal a helplessly drifting mind, 
a body that can never quite come 
to grips with reality 


The show includes ceramie 
work and samples of schizo- 
phrenic writing as well as art 


work done by mentally ill pa- 
tients. Cards placed with the 
work describe the patients and 
the ideas the express to them 
and also include a diagnosis of 
the illness. The show has previ- 
sly been exhibited at Mitis 
College, University of California, 
and the San Francisco Museum 
of Art. The Guggenheim museum 
plans an exhibit at some future 
date.

The Hornet tennis team, which took top honors in a 
four-way match last weekend involving two-thirds of the 
Far Western Conference teams, is still undefeated against 
FWC opponents, This string of wins, however, has not 
moved the Hornets a step closer to the FWC net cham- 
ponships than they were before the season opened. In tennis 
and golf there is no dual meet league and the conference 
champion is crowned on the basis of the conference tourna- 
ment to be held at the end of the season, 

Last year SSC went through their regular tennis sched- 
ule without a defeat, yet they only shared the championship 
since they were unable to sweep both singles and doubles 
competition in the tourney. The Hornets’ Paul Willey easily 
won the singles division, but SSC was unable to effect a 
clean sweep so they were named co-champions. In golf the 
results were fairer San Francisco, who would have won a 
dual meet league, also won the tournament undisputedly, 

The Far Western Conference needs a dual meet league 
in tennis and golf. It is pointless for a team to play an entire 
season just for practice with the league te be decided by 
one match. 

In tennis, only three players are able to compete in the 
telling tournament, while a team consists of six players. 
In this way only half of the men who have been partici- 
pating all year can compete when the title is at stake. 

There was some talk of remedying this unfortunate 
situation last year, but no action was taken. A dual meet 
league should be established soon, before tennis and golf 
are relegated to such unimportant roles that it will be diffi- 
cult to obtain players in the league. 


Jack Threlkeld, ace sprinter from the California Aggies, 
won both dashes in a recent three-way cinder meet on th 
SSC track. Threlkeld’s times for the events were 9.7 in the 
century and 22.4 in the furlong. 

The most interesting fact about Threlkeld is that he is 
a graduate of the intramural program on the Davis campus. 
The big sprinter was discovered by the Aggie track coach 
in an intramural meet. Jack ran the 100 in 10 seconds flat; 
the timer showed the clock to the coach, and Threlkeld’s 
career was under way. 

This incident points up the value a well run intramural 
program can be to the athletic teams of a college. Such 
stories are not rare, intramural sports have turned up gems 
at many colleges. 

At SSC, the program is new and many bugs still must 
be ironed out. The results of the volleyball league are en- 
couraging, and a good turnout for tennis would add further 
encouragement, but much still remains to be done. 

It must be borne in mind that on other campuses com- 
petition ix betweeen fraternities and clubs. It would seem 
that a more natural rivalry exists between clubs a SSC 
than is present between the classes. 

The good showing which characterized the Jamboree 
competition between clubs would indicate that leagues 
matching clubs rather than classes would be popular at SSC. 

The interest of the student body is vital if the intra- 
mural program is to be a success and a successful intra- 
mural program is vital to good intercollegiate teams.
